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Continuation of 10. Other: The applicants argued that Hori fails to disclose "drive means for applying said drive waveform signals to 
said piezoelectric actuators by selecting none or only one of a plurality of drive waveform signals" (page 12). However, as discussed in 
the Final Office, according to FIG. 2 and column 5, line 4-10, Hori discloses that only one drive signal of plurality of drive signals is 
selected by a waveform selector to apply to a piezoelectric element, each of the drive signal is a composite waveform. It is aslo noted 
that the type of waveform (composite or uniform) in each fo the drive waveform signals as claimed is not specified and is therefore not 
relevant. Thus, Hori's disclosure reads on the claim language of the claims. As a result, the Final Rejection is maintained.
